‘Think of a young man; ‘ unskilful, weak, 
and apt to slide ;’ having a heart prone to 
evil, and that continually—a nature ever 
departing from God; one who finds it diili- 
cult to save his own soul, yet attempting to 
be the means of saving others : these are 
the mountains, the difficuliies, which too 


possible, enfeeble my poor exertions; but, 
blessed be God for His unspeakable gift!

-The prospect of his removal to such a 
distance, and the great probability that 
they should see his face no more in the flesh, 
was,as may. be 5 d, matter of deep 
sorrow to those whe had been benefited by 
his ministry ; while a feeling of regret was 
expressed by all : for his Saige amia- 
ble disposition endeared to all who 
knew him. In testimony of their este 
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quent labors. He preached his farewell 
sermon to them on the last Sunday before 
Christmas Day 1815, from Acts xx. 32. 

In the beginning of March, 1816, he 
went to Birmingham, where he occasion- 
ally assisted the Rev. Edward Burn at St. 
Mary’s ; and sometimes officiated at Har- 
borne, a village about three miles from 
Birmingham. Early in April he proceed- 
ed to Harewood, in Yorkshire, where he 
supplied, for several weeks, for the Rev. 
R. Hale, Vicar of that piace. In conversa- 
tion with this gentleman relative to his go- 
ing abroad, he said, “1 am to the 
most climate in the world, but | 
know that lam immortal till my work be 
done. Whatmay be the will of God con- 
cerning me, | know not ; but l shall know 
hereafter.” 

Mr. Garnon did not undertake the Cha- 
plaincy of Sierra Leone without endeavor- 
ing duly to weigh the dangers end priva- 
tions connected with that situation ; but 
these he was willing to encounter, depend- 
ing on the strength of Divine Grace. His 
language was, lcan do all things, through 
Christ whieh strengtheneth me. 

In writing to a friend about this time, he

French and German Clergy have dong wish- 
ed to make journies in their own respec+ 
tive neighborhoods, in order to.preach and 
distribute the Scriptures and other reli- 
gious books, but the necessary expense of 
such journies are greater than théir means 
can afford. In the year 1817, a plan was 
in agitation among some zealous Christians 
at Berlin, Petersburgh, Basley Berne, and 
Geneva, for forming a Society in aid of 
Missions over the continent. of Europe. 
It was the intention of these persons to es- 
tablish a branch also at Paris, and another 
m London. The difSculty of carrying 
their design into effect, without much per- 
sonal communication, retarded its execu- 
tion until the spring of 1818, when a few 
religious persons being at Paris, determin- 
ed no longer to delay the commencement 
of this important work, and acco ly 
subscribed a sum nearly sufficient to de- 
fray the expense of sending one missiona- 
ry iminediately from thence, which was 
done. Several persoas offered to under- 
take the office ; and in order to obtain suf- 
ficient funds to carry on what was already 
begun, the present. Continental Society 
was formed in London.
